Who Needs 
An Architect

Should everybody live in a house that has been individually 
designed by an architect? 


Curiously enough, the answer to this question, given in a 
recent press release by the prestigious American Institute of 
Architects, is something less than a resounding "yes." It was 
more like a carefully qualified "по." 


The reasons are simple. For one thing, there simply are not 
enough architects around to give every American family a 
uniquely designed home. For another, the housing needs of 
many families can be adequately (if not too imaginatively) met 
in other ways. 


The AIA points out that an architect will not necessarily be 
able to give you a bigger house with more space for less 
money. Frequently, you can satisfy these ‘‘mechanical” living 
requirements more economically by buying an older house or 
one of the mass produced builder houses, if, and this is a very 
important if, you are willing to put up with the shortcomings 
that may exist in either of these alternatives. 


Something Extra 


If, however, you want something extra in a home — an 
expression of yourself, a home that is individually designed to 
fit in one special place, or a home that will fit your family's 
particular style of living and provide a setting of continuing 
enjoyment — then, an architect is your answer. 


Why should you pay a design professional a sometimes 
substantial fee to provide a service that is “included in” the 
ready built house package. The truth is, you pay for design 
services whether you buy a mass produced house or design 
your own. The cost is less in the mass produced house, because 
it is spread over 10, or 20, or maybe 500 houses just like your 
own. The flaw in this procedure is twofold. First, you buy a 
house (and remember that this is, for most people, a lifetime 
agreement) that is designed exactly like 10 or 20 or maybe 
500 others. Hopefully, not on the same block. The second 
problem is that not one of these houses will fit the individual 
requirements of the owners. They have been designed first, to 
sell, and second, to suit a mythical "'average" family. 
Unfortunately, there is no such thing. If, after careful 
consideration, you feel that you would really be just as happy 
in this sort of house, then, by all means, omit the architect 
from your plans. 
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Assuming, however, that you really want a home designed 
specifically for you, what can you expect the architect to do? 


Five Services 


There are five distinct services that the architect provides his 
clients in the design and building of any structure: 

1. Schematic design — The architect, after many interviews 
and much snooping into the family's way of living, space 
requirements and likes and dislikes in a house, will prepare 
rough design sketches for the owner's approval. These are 
designed to show what the house will look like, how it will 
work and what it can do. The schematics are reviewed and 
revised by the architect and owner until all concerned are 
satisfied with the design. 


2. Design development — From the schematics, the architect 
will prepare definitive design drawings, outline specifications 
and preliminary cost estimates. The drawings will show actual 
room sizes and spatial relationships; the specifications will 
describe the materials to be used; and the estimates will give a 
fairly accurate idea of what you may expect to pay for the 
house, IF built as shown and described. At this point, the 
house is designed. The size, shape, color, smell and look of the 
house have been agreed upon. But, in order to translate your 
paper dream into brick and glass and wood reality, it is 
necessary to prepare yet another set of documents. 


3. Working drawings and specifications — These are the 
documents the contractor must follow if the house you and 
your architect have labored over so lovingly and long is to look 
anything like you have envisioned. They tell him how big and 
how small, where and of what materials everything in the 
house shall be built. Working drawings and specifications have 
been likened to a musical score which the musician (read 
contractor) must follow to produce the melody the composer 
(read architect) had in mind. Without them, you have no 
guarantees that the work invested in the design stages won't be 
wasted. 


4. Bidding or negotiation — The architect assists the owner, 
sometimes through competitive bidding, less often through 
direct negotiations, to obtain the best price possible for the 
construction of his house, exactly, as designed.

5. Construction — During the construction of the house the 
architect serves as the owner's representative in dealing with 
the contractor. He will make periodic visits to the site to check 
on the progress of construction and whether the house is being 
built as designed. He reports his findings to the owner 
periodically and handles the paperwork involved in changes to 
the contract and approves, for the owner, the contractor's 
periodic requests for payment. At the end of construction, the 
architect will make a detailed final inspection of the project 
and recommend its acceptance. 


These are things an architect will do for you. They all add up 
to one thing — an individually designed home for you only, 
uniquely suited to your family, your way of living, your likes 
and dislikes. Don't expect your architect to compete with the 
mass builders on a square foot basis, but do expect him to 
regard your need for a home as an individual, unique design 
problem, and to come up with a solution that will be yours 
alone. »
